|ORONTO  is  known  as  the  "Queen  City  of  Canada,"  and  certainly 
the  title  is  not  a   misnomer.     Montreal   is  recognized   as  the 
commercial  metropolis  of  the  Dominion,  Ottawa  is  the  political 
centre,  Hamilton  is  noted  for  its  manufacturing  interests,  but 
Toronto   is   the    undoubted   educational,    social    and    religious 
centre,  and  everything  considered,   exceeds  in  interest  any  of  its  sister 
cities.     Those  who  wish  to  see  a  typical  Canadian  city  cannot  do  better 
than  visit  Toronto. 

The  Queen  City  is  located  on  Lake  Ontario,  about  two  hours'  sail  from 
Niagara,  and  a  little  more  than  200  miles  from  Detroit.  It  is  the  capital 
of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  and  has  tributary  to  it  as  fine  an  agricultural 
country  as  the  sun  shines  on.  Viewed  from  the  water  the  city  is  not  seen 
at  its  best.  The  land  on  which  it  is  built  rises  considerably  to  the  north, 
but  not  sufficiently  to  make  an  imposing  appearance  from  the  deck  of  the 
incoming  steamer.  The  visitor  will  find  it,  however,  a  most  charming  place 
with  many  points  of  interest.  It  has  a  population  of  about  200,000  people, 
as  industrious,  as  upright,  and  as  happy  as  any  in  the  world. 


TORONTO  AS  A  SUMMER  RESORT. 

DR.  E.  HERBERT  ADAMS,  of  Toronto,  who  lias  given  much  attention  to- 
the  subject,  says  : 

There  are  few  cities  in  the  world  that  are  more  admirably  situated  or 
more  naturally  adapted  for  an  all-round  summer  resort  than  Toronto,  the 
Queen  City  of  the  Lakes. 

Situated  as  it  is,  in  the  heart  of  the  temperate  zone,  its  climate  tem 
pered  and  made  equable  by  the  broad  waters  of  Lake  Ontario,  with  a 
beautiful  harbor  which  renders  boating  and  bathing  safe  and  pleasant 
pastimes  during  the  summer  months,  together  with  many  other  advantages, 
Ontario's  capital  can  hold  her  own  against  the  world  as  an  ideal  summer 
resort.

By  wintering  in  Florida,  California,  Italy  or  the  French  Riviera,  and 
summering  in  Toronto,  or  the  vicinity,  an  equable  all  the  year  round 
temperature  can  be  obtained  ;  for  Toronto  in  summer  possesses  a  very 
similar  climate  to  that  which  is  found  in  the  balmy  south  during  its 
fashionable  season,  when  Northerners  doff  their  furs  and  leave  their  land 
of  ice  and  snow  for  the  everglades  and  flowering  shrubs  and  zephyrs  of  the 
Sunny  South.  And  the  pleasures  and  novelties  in  which  the  denizens  of 
the  north  revel  during  their  southern  trip  are  but  similar  to  those  in  which

their  heat-stricken  confreres  of  the  south  may  indulge  during  the  summer, 
.should  they  come  north  to  the  many  and  excellent  summer  resorts  of 
Ontario,  of  which  Toronto,  the  distributing  centre,  is  by  no  means  the 
least  attractive  or  healthful. 

There  is  endless  variety  to  be  found  amidst  the  pleasures  of  the  summer 
resorts  of  Toronto  and  neighborhood.  Here  are  gaiety  and  fashion, 
solitude  or  roughing  it,  modern  civilization  and  primeval  forest,  cascade 
and  river,  lakes  of  all  sizes  from  the  immensity  of  the  Great  Lakes  to  the 
placid  waters  of  the  miniature  lily  ponds  of  Muskoka.  Here  you  can 
paddle  your  own  canoe  on  the  lagoons  of  Toronto  Island,  spread  your  white 
canvas  to  the  breeze  on  Toronto  Bay,  or,  boarding  one  of  the  majestic

ironclad  steamers  of  the  Niagara  Line,  after  a  few  hours'  pleasant  sail  on 
the  lake  and  a  brief  trip  on  the  electric  railway  the  roar  of  Niagara  greets 
your  ears.  To  the  north  are  the  Georgian  Bay,  with  its  30,000  islands  and 
deep  woods,  and  the  delightful  Muskoka  Lakes  with  their  stupendous 
rocks,  their  health-giving  pines,  the  softest  of  water  for  bathing  and  as 
good  fishing  and  hunting  as  can  be  found  on  the  continent.  To  the  east 
are  Balmy  Beach,  Scarboro'  Heights,  Victoria  Park,  Lake  Scugog  with  its 
fine  maskinonge  fishing  and  the  beautiful  Peterborough  chain  of  lakes, 
the  delight  of  the  canoeist  and  the  fisherman  ;  while  farther  on  is  the 
•enchanting  region  of  the  Thousand  Islands  and  the  Rapids  of  the  St. 
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Lawrence.  To  the  west  are  High  Park,  the  beautiful  Humber  RiverJ 
Miniico,  Long  Branch,  Lome  Park,  Oakville,  Burlington  Beach,  and 
Hamilton  ;  while  to  the  south  is  Toronto  Island,  and  across  the  lake  are 
Port  Dalhousie,  St.  Catharines,  and  Grimsby  Park.  Indeed,  there  is  no 
other  city  in  America  which  has  a  larger  or  better  equipped  fleet  of  palatial 
passenger  steamers  and  ferries  plying  to  resorts  within  easy  reach,  and 
where  daily  trips  can  be  had  at  so  small  a  cost.

CLIMATE  OF  TORONTO. 

In  regard  to  the  climate  DR.  ADAMS  says  : 

The  summer  climate  of  Toronto  is  remarkably  healthful  and  equable, 
and  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  world.  The  days  are  bright  and  sunny  ; 
there  are  no  mosquitos  or  sand  flies,  and  no  diseases  due  to  climatic 
influences,  such  as-  malaria  or  hay  fever.  Sunstroke  is  almost  unknown  in 
the  region. 
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During  the  summer  months  the  mercury  seldom  rises  above  80  degrees 
or  falls  below  55,  while  the  average  is  66.25  degrees.  July  is  generally  the 
hottest  month.  The  rainfall  in  summer  is  not  excessive,  an  occasional 
thunderstorm  only  serving  to  cool  the  atmosphere  and  refresh  the  foliage. 
The  average  summer  humidity  is  about  71  degrees,  which  is  equal,  and 
indeed  superior  in  many  cases,  to  many  of  the  best  resorts  of  Florida, 
California  and  the  Carolinas. 

The  streets  being  well  shaded  by  luxuriant  and  ornamental  shade  trees, 
it  is  not  a  hot  city  at  any  time,  while  the  roads  being  clean  and  well  paved 
and  sprinkled  by  civic  watering-carts,  there  are  no  great  clouds  of  dust  as 
in  many  resorts.  There  are  no  cyclones,  hurricanes  or  very  high  winds. 
Almost  every  plant  that  requires  a  hot  summer  can  thrive  in  Toronto. 
The  proximity  of  such  a  large  body  of  fresh  water  as  that  of  Lake  Ontario 
undoubtedly  assists  largely  in  equalizing  the  temperature.  The  climatic 
conditions  of  Toronto,  such  as  humidity,  temperature  and  number  of  clear, 
sunny  days,  compare  favorably  in  summer  with  those  of  the  most  noted 
resorts  of  the  world.  The  average  temperature  in  summer  is  between  ten 
and  twenty  degrees  hotter  than  that  of  the  resorts  of  Georgia,  Florida  and 
South  Carolina  in  winter,  and  between  ten  and  twenty  degrees  cooler  than 
the  temperature  of  these  States  in  summer,  while  the  elevation  above  the 
sea  is  about  the  same,  and  there  is  little  difference  in  humidity. 

The  following  table  shows  the  maximum,  minimum  and  mean  tempera 
ture  during  the  summer  months  of  Toronto,  Atlantic  City  and  Denver  :

From  these  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  Toronto  is  not  quite  so  hot  as 
Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  and  that  the  mean  daily  temperature  is  very  near  that 
of  Denver,  save  that  there  is  a  greater  daily  variation  in  the  latter  city.

,..3  Owing  to  the  evenness  and  salubrity  of  its  climate,  together  with  the 
efficiency  of  the  civic  sanitary  system,  Toronto  is  a  remarkably  healthy  city. 
It  is'admirably  situated  from  a  sanitary  standpoint,  the  land  sloping  gently 
downward  to  the  lake,  thus  affording  a  natural  downfall  for  the  sewage. 

THE  STREETS  OF  TORONTO. 

Toronto  has  250  miles  of  streets,  the  majority  of  them  well  paved  with 
asphalt,  brick,  and  wood,  and  kept  quite  clean.  The  main  business 
thoroughfares  are  King,  Yonge,  and  Queen  streets.  King  Street  marks 
the  boundary  line  between  the  wholesale  and  retail  districts,  and  is  lined 
by  many  magnificent  mercantile  institutions.  Yonge  Street  begins  at

Toronto  Bay  and  runs  directly  north,  dividing  the  city  into  two  almost 
equal  halves.  It  continues  in  almost  a  direct  line  through  the  country  to 
Lake  Simcoe,  and  is  said  to  be,  with  the  exception  of  the  old  Roman  roads 
in  England,  the  longest  street  in  the  world.  Queen  Street  is  remarkable 
for  the  number  of  its  retail  stores,  second-hand  shops,  etc.  It  has  nearly 
five  miles  of  shop  front,  and  over  fifteen  hundred  stores.  University 
Avenue,  on  which  the  Headquarters  Building  is  located,  is  a  wide  street, 
with  six  rows  of  luxuriant  shade  trees  and  two  drive-ways.

THE  PARKS, 

The  park  area  of  the  city  is  1,153  acres,  and  these  resting  places  are 
scattered  in  all  sections.  Perhaps  the  most  attractive  is  known  as  ' '  The 
Island,"  which  contains  325  acres,  and  is  situated  about  a  mile  and  a  half 
from  the  southern  limit  of  the  city  across  a  beautiful  bay,  on  which  large 
and  commodious  ferries  run  back  and  forth  every  fifteen  minutes.  Dr. 
Adams  thus  describes  the  Island  : 

"The  Island,  as  it  is  popularly  called,  has  done  much  toward  making 
Toronto  the  attractive  Summer  Resort  which  it  is,  and  has  also  contributed 
largely  to  the  healthfulness  and  prosperity  of  its  citizens.  The  formation 
of  the  Island  is  itself  somewhat  extraordinary,  consisting  as  it  does  of  a 
sandy  strip  of  land  about  six  miles  in  length,  narrow  in  places,  and  widen 
ing  out  at  its  western  extremity  to  its  greatest  breadth,  which  is  here  about 
a  mile.  Originally  it  formed  a  peninsula,  what  is  now  the  eastern  channel 
being  continuous  with  the  mainland.  Its  widest  part  is  curiously  inter 
sected  with  miniature  ponds  and  lagoons,  in  which  are  to  be  found  beautiful 
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bulrushes,  white  and  yellow  water  lilies  and  aquatic  plants,  and  which 
once  were  the  continual  abiding-place  of  turtles,  frogs  and  innumerable 
water  fowl.  These  lagoons  now  are  the  delight  of  the  canoeist  and  boat 
man,  and  are  safe  and  pleasant  places  for  indulgence  in  aquatic  sports  of 
all  kinds.  The  appearance  of  the  Island  is  very  singular.  It  lies  so  low 
that  Ontario's  broad  expanse  can  be  seen  over  it. 

"  Centre  Island  is  now  covered  with  numerous  trees,  and  an  even  and 
well-carpeted  lawn,  which  form  a  handsome  park,  and  it  is  a  great  family 
resort.  On  some  portions  of  the  Island  there  is  but  a  single  tree,  which 
adds  to  the  peculiarity  of  its  appearance.  Pretty  villas,  summer  cottages 
and  hotels  are  scattered  over  its  surface.  At  Centre  Island  the  Royal 
Canadian  Yacht  Club  have  a  handsome  club  house.

"  Hanlan's  Point,  at  the  western  extremity,  is  the  Coney  Island  of 
Toronto.  Here  of  an  afternoon  or  evening  a  fine  band  discourses  sweet 
music.  Here  are  the  hurdy-gurdy,  the  merry-go-round,  etc.  The  promen 
ades  are  usually  thronged  with  people,  some  in  ordinary  summer  attire, 
others  in  boating  jerseys  and  ca;npmg  costume  or  tennis  suits.  Most 
have  come  across  from  the  city  on  the  ferries  ;  others,  with  their  sweethearts 
or  friends,  have  crossed  the  bay  in  canoe,  rowboat  or  yacht,  while  others 
who  reside  in  cottages  or  tents  on  the  Island  have  strolled  to  the  Point 
to  join  the  merry  and  motley  throng. 
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"  At  the  centre  of  the  Island,  or  Island  Park,  as  it  is  called,  the  scene  is 
far  different.  It  is  more  of  a  family  resort  where  children  can  romp  and 
play  with  safety  ;  a  breathing  spot  and  place  of  rest  and  quiet  for  the  busy 
business  man  and  the  tired  mother,  and  is  patronized  largely  by  people  of 
quieter  tastes  than  the  frequenters  of  Hanlan's  Point.  The  breakwater, 
which  protects  a  large  portion  of  the  shore  of  the  Island,  is  a  favorite 
promenade  of  a  summer  afternoon  or  evening.  Here  you  will  see  typical 
specimens  of  Canadian  people,  venerable  old  age,  middle  life  with  its  sturdy 
manhood  and  womanhood,  athletic  young  men  and  beautiful  maidens  in  all 
the  buoyancy  of  life,  and  childhood  with  the  flush  of  innocence  on  the 
cheek.  The  low  and  shelving  sandy  beach  of  the  lake  shore  affords  safe

and  excellent  facilities  for  bathing.  Wiman's  baths  at  the  eastern  extremity 
of  the  Island,  and  the  baths  at  Hanlan's  Point  at  the  western  extremity? 
are  the  chief  bathing  centres,  and  are  largely  patronized  by  young  and  old. 
Bathing  suits  and  dressing  rooms  may  here  be  obtained  at  small  cost.  The 
Amateur  Aquatic  Association  of  the  Island  contributes  considerably  to  the 
spiciness  of  life  on  the  Island.  The  aquatic  sporting  events  provided  under 
their  auspices  are  much  appreciated  by  the  crowds  who  gather  to  witness 
them.  They  consist  of  paddling,  sculling  and  swimming  races,  canoe 
upsets,  hurry-scurries,  diving  contests,  tub  races  and  various  other  forms  of 
aquatic  amusements." 
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Another  park  worthy  of  mention  is  High  Park,  a  beautiful  stretch  of 
undulating  country  of  375  acres,  containing  ponds,  ravines,  breezy  hills 
and  beautiful  picnic  spots.  At  the  extreme  north  of  the  city  is  Reservoir 
Park,  one  of  the  most  charming  little  places  upon  the  continent.  Here  is 
a  reservoir  capable  of  containing  about  45,000,000  gallons  of  water,  sur 
rounded  by  forty-two  acres  of  park  land,  kept  in  magnificent  condition. 
The  Horticultural  Gardens,  a  park  of  ten  and  a  half  acres,  is  a  show  spot 
nearly  in  the  centre  of  the  city.  It  contains  a  beautiful  palm  house,  with 
a  choice  selection  of  palms,  orchids  and  flowering  plants,  in  addition  to 
handsome  grounds  laid  out  with  brilliant-colored  seasonable  flowers.  The 
Pavilion,  in  which  some  of  the  large  Convention  meetings  will  be  held,  is 
located  in  the  Gardens.  Seats  are  provided  through  the  grounds,  which 
will  be  found  to  be  a  quiet  and  delightful  place  in  which  to  rest.  Riverside

Park,  on  the  banks  of  the  Don,  is  a  very  pretty  little  place.  Mount 
Pleasant  Cemetery  is  a  charming  spot  about  three  miles  from  Massey  Hall. 
There  are  other  parks  that  will  repay  a  visit  by  those  who  come  to  the 

^Convention. 

PUBLIC   BUILDINGS. 

There  are  a  number  of  splendid  public  buildings  in  Toronto.     The  new 

^City  Hall  is,  with  possibly  the  one  in  Philadelphia  excepted,  the  largest 

•and  finest  municipal  building  in  America.     Its  cost  will  not  be  far  short  of 

$2,000,000.     It  is  to  be  regretted  that  it  was  not  completed  in  time  for  the 

•-Convention.

The  Parliament  Building  has  a  fine  site  in  the  Queen's  Park.  This 
edifice  cost  a  million  and  a  half,  and,  wonderful  to  relate,  was  erected  for 
almost  exactly  the  amount  estimated  before  it  was  commenced.  A 
splendid  view  of  the  city  can  be  obtained  from  the  tower. 

An  English  journalist  who  recently  visited  the  city  pays  the  following 
tribute  to  the  Legislative  Building  : 

' '  The  new  Parliament  Building  is  a  superb  edifice  in  brown  stone,  and 
in  what  is  known  as  '  Neo-Greciaii '  style,  and  altogether  different  from  any 
other  public  building  in  Canada.  The  total  cost  was  barely  a  million  and 
a  half  dollars,  yet  the  effect,  both  within  and  without,  is  infinitely  more 
impressive  and  sumptuous  than  the  Capitol  at  Albany,  which  cost  upwards 
of  $20,000,000.  The  frescoes  and  decorations  of  the  interior,  particularly 
that  of  the  legislative  chamber,  which  is  fitted  up  for  ninety-four  members, 


are  worth  travelling  a  long  way  to  see.  There  has  been  no  'jobbing'  here. 
The  oak  carving  on  every  hand  is  really  of  oak,  and  not  of  papier-mache, 
and  the  furniture  and  appointments,  even  down  to  the  dinner  se'rvice  of  the 
Speaker  -  which  the  chief  messenger  exhibited  to  me  with  a  proper  pride — 
are  of  the  most  solid  and  sterling  description,  selected  with  an  eye  both  to 
beauty  and  durability." 

Toronto  is  particularly  proud  of  her  Educational  Institutions  which  are 
clustered  around  Toronto  University  in  the  Queen's  Park.  The  University 
is  a  magnificent  stone  building  with  quite  extensive  grounds,  which  are 
used  by  the  students  for  playing  football,  baseball  and  lacrosse. 

Victoria  University  is  an  institution  in  which  Toronto  Methodism  takes 
great  pride.  It  is  one  of  the  oldest  educational  establishments  in  the

Dominion,  having  been  founded  at  Cobourg  in  the  year  1830  under  the  title 
of  Upper  Canada  Academy.  About  five  years  ago  it  was  removed  to 
Toronto  and  affiliated  with  Toronto  University.  Largely  through  the 
munificent  gifts  of  Senator  George  A.  Cox,  Hon.  John  Macdonald,  Mr. 
William  Gooderham  and  Mr.  H.  A.  Massey,  a  splendid  building  has  been 
erected  in  Quseii's  Park,  entirely  free  of  debt.  In  addition  to  his  subscrip-

tion  of  $40,000  during  his  lifetime,  Mr.  Massey  left  the  sum  of  $200,000 
to  Victoria  to  be  added  to  its  endowment  fund.  Mr.  Massey 's  generosity 
also  extended  to  several  Methodist  colleges  outside  of  the  city.  Victoria 
University  is  one  of  the  handsomest  structures  in  the  city,  and  should  be 
seen  by  every  delegate  to  the  Convention. 


NORMAL   SCHOOL    BUILDING. 
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There  are  over  fifty  Public  Schools  in  Toronto,  not  including  a  large^ 
number  of  Separate  Schools.  There  are  also  three  Collegiate  Institutes 
and  more  than  forty  Kindergartens.  The  Public  School  system  of  Toronto 
has  no  superior  anywhere.  Education  is  compulsory  for  all,  and  as  text 
books  are  free  the  poorest  children  can  attend. 

Osgoode  Hall  is  the  seat  of  the  law  courts.  It  is  said  to  be  by  art  critics 
one  of  the  finest  specimens  of  Grecian  architecture  on  the  continent. 

In  hospitals,  asylums  and  benevolent  institutions  of  various  kinds,  the 
city  is  well  equipped,  the  citizens  having  provided  generously  for  those 
upon  whom  the  hand  of  misfortune  has  fallen.

The  Educational  Department  occupies  a  whole  square  in  the  centre  of 
the  city,  and  comprises  some  interesting  exhibits  which  are  always  open  to 
the  public  free  of  charge. 

The  Normal  School  building  has  a  museum  which  is  worth  visiting. 

There  are  three  Medical  Colleges — Toronto  University  Medical  College, 
Trinity  Medical  College,  and  the  Women's  Medical  College.  They  are  all 
well  conducted  and  scientifically  equipped. 


A  CITY  OF  HOMES. 

"  Except  on  the  main  business  thoroughfares  most  of  the  streets  have 
boulevards  of  well-kept  lawns  and  shade  trees.  Many  of  the  residential 
districts  present  on  each  side  of  the  avenue  a  regular  forest  line  of  chest 
nuts,  elms  and  maples.  The  residential  portion  of  the  city  is  to  the 
stranger  one  of  the  most  pleasing  features  of  the  town,  for  Toronto  is  a 
veritable  '  City  of  Homes, '  and  its  citizens  vie  with  one  another  in  the 
artistic  appearance  and  conveniences  of  their  home  life.  There  are  no 
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flats  as  in  New  York  and  some  other  cities,  and  almost  every  head  of  a 
family,  no  matter  how  poor,  has  a  house  to  himself  which  he  rents  or 
owns.  Perhaps  nowhere  else  will  be  found  more  unique  and  artistic 
architectural  designs  for  private  residences  than  along  some  of  the  fashion 
able  residential  thoroughfares  of  Toronto.  Delightful  glimpses  of  lawn, 
flowers  and  shrubbery  are  exceedingly  common  around  the  homes  of  the 
better  classes,  and  even  the  poorer  people  often  boast  their  little  strip  of 
lawn  or  modest  flower  garden.  Among  the  more  fashionable  residential 
streets  may  be  mentioned  Jarvis,  St.  George,  Sherbourne  and  Bloor. " 

THE  STREET  CARS, 

The  city  possesses  a  street  car  system  unexcelled  on  the  continent. 
Rapid  transit  at  cheap  fares,  in  the  most  comfortable  cars  that  can  be 
devised,  are  the  leading  features  of  its  service.  For  a  four-cent  fare  one 
can  ride  upon  this  system  a  distance  of  ten  miles  from  the  extreme  east  end 
to  the  extreme  west  end  of  the  city.  By  this  means  tourists  are  enabled  to 
visit  all  the  points  of  interest  within  the  municipality  at  the  cheapest  rate 
and  the  least  possible  expenditure  of  time. 

The  rates  of  fare,  with  free  transfers  to  or  from  any  part  of  city,  are : 
Cash,  5  cents  ;  night  (after  12  p.m.),  10  cents  ;  tickets,  6  for  25  cents,  or 
25  for  $1.00.  Limited  tickets,  good  from  5.30  to  8  a.m.,  and  from  5  to  6.30 
in  the'evening,  8  for  25  cents.

HOW  TO  SEE  THE  CITY. 

Many  pleasant  trips  can  be  made  by  street  car,   a  few  of  which  are 
suggested  : 

1.  Take  the  Belt  Line,  which  runs  on  King,  Sherbourne,  Bloor  Streets 
and  Spadina  Avenue,  making  a  complete  circle.     For  one  fare  passengers 
can  ride  seven  miles  and  get  off  at  the  very  place  from  whence  they  started. 
This  run  will  enable  visitors  to  view  three  fine  residence  streets,  and  one  of 
the  principal  business  streets.      Along  the  way  may  be  seen  St.  James* 
Cathedral,  Horticultural  Gardens,  Sherbourne  Street,   Central,  and  Broad 
way  Tabernacle  Methodist  Churches,  St.  Andrew's  Presbyterian  Church, 
McMaster  University,  and  other  interesting  places. 

2.  To  reach  High  Park,  take  either  King  or  Queen  Street  cars  west  to 
the  end  of  the  line,  then  walk  a  few  steps  to  the  entrance  of  Park.     If 
desired,   return  journey  can  be  made  by  College  and  Yonge  cars,  leaving 
the  Park  at  the  north-east  gate. 

3.  Queen's  Park  is  nearly  in  the  centre  of  the  city.     Take  College  and 
Yonge  or  Carlton  and  College  Street  cars,   and  ask  to  be  put  off  at  the 
Parliament  Buildings.     A  walk  straight  up  University  Avenue  will  lead  to 
the  Parliament  Buildings.     The  Park  is  in  the  rear. 

4.  For  Toronto  Island,  ferry  boats  leave  wharf  at  foot  of  Yonge  Street 
every  fifteen  minutes.     A  fine  trip  is  to  take  boat  to  Island  Park  and  walk 
around  the  lake  shore  to  Haiilaii's  Point  (about  two  miles),  and  take  boat 
from  there  to  the  city.     If  there  is  not  time  for  this,  and  a  choice  has  to  be 
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UNION    DEPOT. 

made  between  Island  Park  and  Hanlan's  Point,  the  former  place  should  be 
visited.  Delegates  are  requested  to  purchase  Island  Ferry  tickets  at  Ticket 
Office  at  Convention  Headquarters. 

5.  Reservoir  Park  can  be  reached  by  Yonge  Street  cars  north.     It  will 
be  necessary  to  walk  a  short  distance  after  leaving  the  cars  ;  but  it  is  a 
very  pretty  spot  worth  visiting. 

6.  Mount  Pleasant  Cemetery  is  a  couple  of  miles  from  the  city,  on 
Yonge  Street  north.     After  leaving  Yonge  Street  cars  take  Metropolitan 
Railway,  which  passes  the  Cemetery  gates. 

7.  Long  Branch  and  Lome  Park  are  beautiful  summer  resorts  a  few 
miles  west  of  Toronto.     Steamboats  run  from  foot  of  Yonge    Street   at 
regular  intervals. 

CAB   TARIFF. 

For  points  that  cannot  be  conveniently  reached  by  street  cars,  cabs  can 
be  secured  at  very  moderate  prices.  The  following  is  the  cab  tariff,  and  no 
driver  has  the  right  to  charge  more  than  the  figures  named  :

CHILDREN. 

No  fare  shall  be  charged  for  children  under  eight  years  of  age  in  charge 
of  an  adult.  Children  over  eight  years  and  under  twelve  years  charged  half 
fare  ;  over  that  age,  full  fare. 

BAGGAGE. 

One  trunk  and  articles  that  may  be  placed  inside  the  cab  are  to  be 
carried  free.  For  every  other  article  placed  on  the  outside  of  the  cab  the 
cabman  is  entitled  to  five  cents. 


SCENE   ON    TORONTO, BAY 
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FOR  BICYCLISTS. 

No  doubt  many  delegates  will  bring  their  bicycles  with  them.  They 
will  find  a  number  of  very  good  streets  for  enjoying  the  exhilarating  pastime 
of  wheeling. 

One  pleasant  run  is  to  start  from  the  Armory  and  wheel  up  University 
Avenue  to  the  Parliament  Buildings,  turning  to  the  left  and  coming  out  on 
St.  George  Street ;  go  to  head  of  St.  George  Street  and  back  to  starting 
point. 

Another  would  be  up  Jarvis  Street,  east  to  Sherbourne,  and  down 
Sherbourne  to  Queen  and  west  to  starting  point. 

One  of  the  most  popular  "spins"  is  to  take  College  Street  west  into 
High  Park,  returning  the  same  way  or  by  way  of  King  or  Queen. 

There  is  a  cinder  path  for  about  four  miles  along  the  Lake  Shore  at 
western  terminus  of  Queen  Street. 


CYCLING   IN    HIGH    PARK. 

Bicyclists  in  High  Park  should  beware  of  coasting  or  even  riding  down 
the  hills.  They  are  tempting,  but  dangerous,  and  those  who  wish  to 
preserve  life  and  limb  will  do  well  to  walk  down. 

Arrangements  have  been  completed  to  hold  Sunrise  Prayer  Meetings  for 
bicyclists  on  Friday  and  Saturday  mornings.  An  early  run  will  be  made, 
starting  from  Headquarters  Building  at  5. 30  a.  m.  The  prayer  meeting  will 
be  held  at  some  point  a  few  miles  away,  probably  in  High  Park  on  Friday 
morning,  and  Reservoir  Park  on  Saturday. 

Those  who  bring  bicycles  across  the  line  will  have  to  put  up  a  deposit 
with  the  customs  officers,  which  will  be  refunded  on  return.  This  will  not 
apply  to  those  who  are  members  of  the  A.  W.  A.,  as  their  badge  of  mem 
bership  will  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  deposit. 

Wheels  can  be  hired  in  Toronto  at  two  hours  for  25  cents  in  the  day 
time  and  35  cents  in  the  evenings.

THE  CONVENTION  BUILDINGS. 

In  no  city  on  the  continent  is  there  such  a  cluster  of  buildings  suitable 
for  convention  purposes  to  be  found  in  so  small  a  radius  as  in  Toronto. 
Within  an  area  of  one-sixth  of  a  mile,  in  the  central  portion  of  the  city — 
convenient  to  all  the  leading  hotels,  railway  stations  and  steamboat  land 
ings — there  are  four  magnificent  edifices  with  seating  capacity  for  almost 
thirteen  thousand  people.  This  will  enable  the  delegates  to  take  part  in 
those  portions  of  the  programme  of  special  individual  interest  with  the 
minimum  loss  of  time  and  a  consequent  maximum  measure  of  profit. 

HEADQUARTERS  BUILDING, 

The  Headquarters  of  the  Convention  will  be  located  in  the  Armory, 
which  is  situated  on  University  Street,  immediately  in  the  rear  of  Osgoode 
Hall,  and  within  two  minutes'  walk  of  Queen  Street,  one  of  the  main 
thoroughfares  of  the  city.  It  is  easily  reached  by  Yonge  and  Queen  Street 
cars.  The  Armory  is  the  largest  structure  of  the  kind  in  Canada,  the  floor 
space  being  125  feet  wide  by  about  300  feet  long.  The  span  of  the  roof  is 
equal  to  the  width  of  the  floor.  The  building  is  what  is  known  as  the 
"modern  renaissance"  style  of  architecture,  and  is  constructed  of  red 
pressed  brick,  with  limestone  trimmings.  At  each  corner,  and  over  the 
southern  entrance,  are  battlemented  towers,  which  impart  an  imposing  as 
well  as  a  military  appearance  to  the  building.  Its  construction  began  in 
189.1,  and  the  military  authorities  took  possession  about  two  years  ago. 
The  Armory  is  used  as  drill-room  for  several  regiments. 

No  meetings  will  be  held  here  during  the  Convention,  as  the  acoustic 
properties  are  not  good,  but  the  work  of  registration  will  all  be  done  in 
this  building. 

REGISTRATION  ARRANGEMENTS 

are  in  charge  of  Mr.  B.  N.  Davis,  who  is  making  careful  preparation  to 
handle,  without  confusion,  the  large  numbers  that  are  expected.  Delegates 
are  requested  to  report  at  Headquarters  immediately  on  their  arrival  in  the 
city,  when  they  will  be  assigned  to  their  homes.  Those  who  have  secured 
accommodation  in  hotels,  etc.,  before  reaching  Toronto,  are  requested  not 
to  fail  to  register  at  Headquarters,  so  that  a  complete  record  may  be  kept 
of  the  attendance. 

The  Registration  Committee  have  arranged  to  have  the  Registration 
Headquarters  supplied  with  post-office,  telegraph  and  telephone  accommo 
dation.  The  balance  of  the  space  will  be  provided  with  tables,  chairs  and 
writing  material  for  the  convenience  of  the  delegates.  Provision  is  being 
made  to  have  registration  clerks  in  attendance  night  and  day  for  the  first 
two  days  at  least. 
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MASSEY   MUSIC    HALL. 

The  largest  of  the  Convention  Auditoriums  is  the  Massey  Hall.  This 
is  a  magnificent  structure,  presented  to  the  citizens  of  Toronto  by  the 
late  Hart  A.  Massey,  Esq.,  who,  by  the  way,  was  one  of  the  leading 
Methodists  of  the  city.  The  exterior  is  of  plain  design,  in  order  that  the

interior  might  be  constructed  to  the  best  advantage  for  large  audiences. 
The  seating  capacity  of  the  hall  is  four  thousand,  and  it  is  possible  to  crowd 
another  thousand  into  the  building  by  using  extra  seats.  It  is  well  venti 
lated,  beautifully  lighted  by  electricity,  and  altogether  is  a  model  place  for 
holding  Convention  meetings.  The  architect  is  Mr.  S.  R.  Badgely,  of 
^Cleveland,  who  designed  the  Ep worth  Memorial  Church  of  that  city.

THE  PAVILION. 

What  is  known  as  the  Pavilion  is  situated  in  the  Horticultural  Gardens. 
It  is  capable  of  accommodating  an  audience  of  2,500.  Previous  to  the 
-erection  of  Massey  Hall  it  was  the  largest  hall  in  the  city,  and  all  big 
gatherings  were  held  in  it.  Attached  to  the  Pavilion  is  a  palm  house  and 
a  conservatory,  which  may  be  inspected.

THE  CHURCHES. 

Toronto  might  well  be  termed  the  "City  of  Churches,"  as  it  has  nearly 
two  hundred  places  of  worship.  Many  of  these  are  spacious  and  beautiful, 
but  the  Metropolitan  Methodist  Church  is  facile  pnnceps.  It  is  a  hand 
some  edifice  standing  in  the  centre  of  a  square  of  land  that  is  one  of  the 
most  valuable  in  the  city.  The  auditorium  will  seat  an  audience  of  2,500 
persons,  but  on  special  occasions  more  than  this  number  have  been  crowded 
into  it.  Altogether  it  is  a  church  property  that  is  unequalled  in  world 
wide  Methodism. 


NEW    RICHMOND   CHURCH. 
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Two  very  short  blocks  farther  east  is  Cooke's  Presbyterian  Church,  the 
largest,  so  far  as  accommodation  for  an  audience  is  concerned,  of  that 
denomination  in  Canada.  It  has  a  seating  capacity  about  ecjual  to  that  of 
the  Metropolitan.  The  auditorium  is  exceedingly  comfortable,  and  so  well 
planned  that  every  individual  can  see  and  hear  perfectly.  Our  Presby 
terian  friends  have  kindly  granted  the  Convention  the  use  of  this  tine 
building.

ADAMS,  REV.  G.  T.,  B.D.,  is  pastor  of  the  Epworth  Church,  Nash 
ville,  Term.,  and  general  secretary  of  the  Nashville  Leagues.  He  was 
born  in  North  Carolina  in  1889.  For  four  years  he  was  principal  of  a 
school  in  New  Bern,  N.C.,  receiving  the  degree  of  B.D.  from  Vanderbilt 
University. 

ATKINSON,  GOVERNOR,  was  born  in  Charleston,  W.  Va.,  educated 
at  Ohio  Wesleyan  University  and  Columbia  University.  He  was  post 
master  at  Charleston  for  eight  years,  revenue  agent  for  three  years, 
U.  S.  Marshall  for  District  of  West  Virginia  for  four  years.  He  has 
also  been  a  member  of  Congress  and  editor  of  the  Wheeling  Evening  Stan 
dard.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  is  inter 
ested  in  the  Epworth  League  and  church  work  generally.  He  is  Governor 
of  the  State  of  West  Virginia,  and  resides  at  Charleston. 

B ARBOUR,  F.  M.,  is  a  member  of  a  prominent  manufacturing  firm  in 
Evansville,  Iiid.,  and  President  of  the  Indiana  State  Epworth  League.  He 
was  born  in  Kentucky,  1850.  He  has  been  Superintendent  of  Trinity 
M.  E.  Sunday  School  for  five  years,  and  is  now  Superintendent  of  the 
Trinity  Junior  League.  Mr.  Barbour  has  given  special  attention  to  the 
Junior  work,  and  is  a  firm  believer  in  training  up  children  in  the  Methodist 
Church  to  be  Methodists. 

BARCUS,  REV.  JOHN  McFERRIN,  is  pastor  of  the  First  M.  E. 
Church  South,  Temple,  Tex.,  and  Secretary  of  the  North- West  Texas 
Conference.  He  was  born  in  Arkansas,  December  23rd,  1860,  and  educated 
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at  Southwestern  University,  Georgetown,  Tenn.,  where  he  took  his  degree 
of  A.M.  in  class  of  1882.  He  was  a  member  of  the  last  General  Confer 
ence  held  at  Memphis,  Tenn.,  being  the  youngest  delegate. 

BARTLETT,  REV.  S.  T.,  is  Vice-President  of  the  Junior  Department 
of  the  Bay  of  Quinte  Conference,  Methodist  Church,  Canada,  and  a  Junior 
League  specialist.  He  has  recently  prepared  a  book  on  Junior  Methods  of 
work,  which  should  be  in  the  hands  of  every  Junior  worker  who  desires  to 
do  effective  work.  It  is  known  as  "The  Junior  League  Hand-Book." 

BENNETT,  REV.  Z.  T.,  D.D.,  is  now  serving  his  third  year  as  pastor 
of  the  M.  E.  Church  South  at  Paragould,  Ark.  He  was  born  in  1849  in 
Fayette  County,  Term.  After  teaching  for  six  years  he  entered  the 
ministry  in  1874.

Upon  the 
founding  of  the  Epworth 
Herald,  he  was  elected 
as  its  editor,  in  which 
position  he  has  been  a  great  success.  The  paper  has  reached  a  circulation 
of  105,000,  the  largest  of  any  denominational  paper  in  the  world.  In 
addition  to  his  editorial  duties  Dr.  Berry  frequently  preaches  and  lectures 
in  the  interests  of  the  Epworth  League.

He  is  Yice-President 
of  the  Virginia  Epworth  League,  and  has  given  special  attention  to  the 
Literary  Department  of  League  work. 

BICKERS,  MR.  L.  G.,  is  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  Georgia  Cracker, 
published  at  Gainesville,  Ga.  He  was  born  in  the  State  of  Virginia,  April, 
1873,  and  educated  at  Emory  College,  Oxford,  Ga.  He  has  followed  the 
pencil  ever  since  he  was  able  to  sharpen  it,  and  he  has  been  an  active 
leaguer  since  the  movement  began.  Mr.  Bickers  is  a  member  of  the  First 
M.  E.  Church  South  at  Gainesville,  and  is  also  President  of  the  Epworth 
Leagues  of  the  district  in  which  he  lives.

For 
eleven  years  past  he  has  been  Secretary  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association  in  San  Francisco,  and  is  now  President  of  the  San  Francisco 
District  League  of  the  M.  E.  Church  South. 

BRADFIELD,  REV.  W.  D.,  B.  D. ,  is  pastor  of  St.  John's  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  South,  Galveston,  Tenn.  Was  born  in  1866  at  Dainger- 
field,  and  educated  at  Vanderbilt  University. 

BRIGGS,  REV.  G.  W.,  is  pastor  at  Settle  Chapel,  Owensboro',  Ky., 
and  is  connected  with  the  M.  E.  Church  South.

Mr.  Cooper  was  given  the  honor  of  calling  together 
representatives  of  the  five  separate  Methodist  organizations  in  the  city  of 
Cleveland  on  the  now  historical  15th  day  of  May,  1889,  when  the  Epworth 
League  was  launched.  Mr.  Cooper  presided  through  the  entire  session  of 
this  conference.  He  has  served  the  Epworth  League  as  its  first  vice- 
president  for  the  past  seven  years,  retiring  at  the  last  session  of  the  General 
Conference.  Mr.  Cooper's  special  interest  is  in  the  cause  of  missions,  to 
which  he  has  consecrated  his  life.  His  first  noticeable  work  in  this  direc 
tion  was  in  1893,  when  he  called  upon  the  members  of  the  Epworth  League 
of  his  church  to  lay  upon  its  altars  fifty  cents  per  member  on  Thanksgiving 
Day  as  a  special  thank-offering.

fare,  and  during  the  sum 
mer  vacation  working  as 
a  farm  hand.  During  the 
vacations  in  his  theology 
course  he  taught  school. 
At  the  end  of  eight  years' 
hard  work  he  was  but 
813  in  debt.  He  was  an 
accomplished  swimmer, 
and  while  studying  at  the 
Garrett  Biblical  Institute 
performed  heroic  feats  by 
rescuing  passengers  from  the  wreck  of  the  Lady  Elgin.  As  a  student,  he 
was  especially  able  as  a  mathematician  and  orator.  In  1858  he  commenced 
the  study  of  law  in  Chicago,  but  before  being  admitted  to  the  bar  he  yielded 
to  the  convictions  of  his  early  years  and  gave  himself  to  the  ministry.  The 
eleven  years  of  his  pastorate  wtre  spent  in  Chicago.  From  187'2  to  1876 
he  was  President  of  the  Northwestern  University.

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HASTINGS,  GENERAL  DANIEL   H.,    Governor   of   Pennsylvania, 

was  born  in  Clinton  Coim 
ty,  February  26th,  1849. 
He  was  the  youngest  of 
rive  sons,  and  went  t<> 
work  at  an  early  age.  At 
fourteen  he  was  doing  a 
man's  work  on  the  farm. 
At  the  common  schools  of 
the  neighborhood  he  ac 
quired  all  the  learning 
they  could  furnish,  and 
in  1863,  before  he  was 
fifteen  years  old,  learning 
of  a  school  that  had  no 
teacher,  he  walked  twenty 
miles  through  the  snow, 
was  examined,  and  got 
the  position.  He  made 
his  mark  as  a  teacher,  and 
in  1867  came  to  Belle- 
foiite  as  principal  of  the 
Academy.  Choosing  law 
as  his  profession,  he  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in 

1875.  He  practised  until  1888,  when  he  gave  up  his  profession  and 
.associated  himself  with  ex-Governor  James  A.  Beaver,  and  others,  in  the 
development  of  coal  fields.  At  the  time  of  the  Johrcstown  flood,  General 
Hastings  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  relief  operations,  and  his  work  was 
given  freely,  uiiwearyingly,  and  without  pay  or  reward.  Named  after  one 
4  >f  its  faithful  itinerant  ministers,  Governor  Hastings  entered  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  in  boyhood,  and  has  been  for  twenty  years  a  trustee  of 
the  Belief oiite  congregation.  He  is  a  member  of  the  General  Church 
Extension  Board  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  a  trustee  of 
Dickinson  College,  Carlisle.  As  an  orator  his  services  are  in  great  demand, 
and  many  of  his  addresses  have  attracted  marked  attention  by  their  elo 
quence  and  breadth  of  thought.

He  was  born  in  the  State 
of  Missouri  in  1847, 
graduated  at  Wesleyan 
University,  Middle  ton, 
and  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  New  York 
City.  Entered  the  minis 
try  in  1869.  Was  a  pas 
tor  for  nine  years,  Presi 
dent  of  Central  College 
eight  years,  and  has  been 
Bishop  for  eleven  years. 
Bishop  Hendrix  is  much 
interested  in  missionary 
and  educational  work 
among  Leaguers.  After 
his  visit  to  Korea  in  1895 
he  enlisted  the  Epworth 
Leagues  to  support  two 
missionary  families  in 
Korea.  He  has  also 
given  much  attention  to 
similar  work  among  the 
Leaguers  in  Texas  who

KEENEY,  REV.  F.  T.,  is  pastor  of  the  Hedding  M.  E.  Church, 
Elmira,  N.Y.  Was  born  in  New  York  State  in  1863,  educated  at  Syra 
cuse  University,  and  entered  the  ministry  in  1886.  He  has  contributed 
articles  to  the  religious  press  for  a  number  of  years,  and  is  frequently 
called  on  for  addresses  in  Epworth  League  and  Sunday  School  work. 

KELLEY,  REV.  D.  C.,  D.D.,  is  a  native  Temiessean.  He  gradu 
ated  from  Cumberland  University,  Lebanon,  Tenn.  He  spent  1852  and 
1853  in  China,  but  was  forced  on  account  of  the  ill-health  of  his  wife  to 
return  to  America.  He  has  tilled  as  a  pastor  the  foremost  charges  in  his 
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Conference  ;  spent  seven  years  as  pastor  of  McKeiidree  Church,  Nashville, 
the  leading  Church  in  Southern  Methodism.  The  plan  to  establish  Central 
University  which  resulted  finally,  through  Commodore  Vanderbilt's 
generosity,  in  Vanderbilt  University,  was  inaugurated  by  Dr.  Kelley— 
as  was  the  scheme  to  relieve  the  indebtedness  of  the  Southern  Methodist 
Publishing  House  when  at  the  point  of  bankruptcy  in  1878.  He  was  the 
first  promoter  of  the  organization  of  the  Woman's  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  in  Southern  Methodism,  and  was  for  some  years  President  of  the 
State  Humane  Society. 

HURST,  REV.  JOHN  F.,  D.D.,  is  Bishop  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 

Church,  and  Chancellor 
of  the  American  Univer 
sity.  He  was  born  near 
Salem,  Md.,  August  17th, 
18,'M,  educated  at  Dickin 
son  College,  Carlisle,  Pa., 
and  in  the  Universities  of 
Halle  and  Heidelberg, 
Germany.  He  entered 
the  ministry  in  1858, 
occupying  pastorates  for 
eight  years  in  New  Jer 
sey,  Staten  Island.  He 
was  Professor  of  Theology 
in  the  Mission  Institute, 
Bremen,  Germany,  from 
18(56  to  1869,  and  in  Mar 
tin  Mission  Institute, 
Frankfort,  from  1869  to 
1871.  He  then  became 
Professor  of  Historical 
Theology  in  Drew  Theo- 
logical  College,  Madison, 
N.  J.,  and  after  nine  years 

was  elected  President,  which  position  he  occupied  for  eight  years,  when  he 
was  elected  Bishop  in  1880.  His  residence  is  in  Washington,  D.C. 
During  recent  years  Bishop  Hurst  has  given  special  attention  to  the 
American  University,  the  interests  of  which  he  has  greatly  promoted 
through  the  press  and  on  the  platform. 

KELLY,  MR.  R.  M.,  is  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Longview 
Kelly  Plow  Manufacturing  Company,  Texas.  He  is  connected  with  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  South,  and  is  President  of  the  East  Texas 
•Conference  Epworth  League.

JOHNSON,    REV.    SIMPSON,    is   the    representative   of   the    Wesley 

Guild,  and  resides  at 
Manchester,  Eng.  He  is 
forty-four  years  of  age, 
and  was  born  at  Barnard 
Castle,  on  the  border  line 
between  Yorkshire  and 
Durham,  which  has  been 
immortalized  by  Sir  Wal 
ter  Scott,  in  "Rokeby." 
Mr.  Johnson  was  con 
verted  in  early  youth, 
and  began  to  preach  at 
seventeen.  Was  appoint 
ed  by  the  Conference  to 
his  first  circuit  before  he 
was  twenty-one  years  of 
age.  All  through  his 
ministry  he  has  been 
specially  interested  (in 
young  people,  and  has 
been  the  means  of  taking^ 
by  the  hand  many  a 
friendless  young  man  and 
putting  him  on  the  path 
way  to  success.  He  is  Financial  Secretary  of  his  district,  Secretary  of  the 
Examining  Board  for  candidates  for  the  ministry,  and  is  one  of  the  secre 
taries  of  the  Wesley  Guild,  having  sole  charge  of  the  Bible  and  Prayer 
Union  Department.

Avenue  Church,  Brantford.  Mr.  Kerby  is  President  of  the  Hamilton 
Conference  Ep worth  League,  and  is  the  originator  of  the  "Forward  Move 
ment  in  Evangelistic  Work  and  Bible  Study. "  He  is  a  member  of  the 
General  Board  of  the  Epworth  League.  He  is  gifted  as  a  singer  as  well 
as  a  preacher. 

KETCH  AM,  REV.  HEBER  D.,  was  born  at  Kenton,  Ohio,  Decem 
ber  29th,  1859,  graduating  from  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  University  in  1881  ; 
was  admitted  to  the  Cincinnati  Conference  in  1884,  and  has  been  stationed 
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at  Mount  Washington,  Wilmington,  Cincinnati  and  Hillsborough.  He  has 
occupied  the  position  of  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Cincinnati  Confer 
ence  League,  also  that  of  President  and  First  Vice-President  of  the  fifth 
General  Conference  League. 

KIMBALL,  REV.  CLARENCE  O.,  was  born  August  23rd,  1868,  at 
Golconda,  111.,  U.S.A.,  educated  in  the  Public  schools  of  his  native  place, 
and  later  at  Austin  College,  where  he  received  his  A.B.  Earned  his  A.M. 
and  Ph.D.  degrees  by  graduate  work  at  McKendree  College,  Lebanon,  111. 
Had  valuable  training  in  practical  business,  where  his  experience  in  winning 
his  way  was  varied.  Learned  the  printer's  trade  and  became  a  country 
editor,  taught  school,  served  as  a  court  clerk.  Admitted  to  the  bar  in 
1889  and  practised  his  profession.  Entered  the  ministry,  January,  1894. 
Is  now  pastor  of  the  M.  E.  Church  at  St.  Elmo,  in  the  Southern  Illinois 
Conference. 

KNOTT,  REV.  J.  O.,  is  pastor  of  the  Epworth  Church,  Washington, 
D.C.,  and  is  connected ,  with  the  M.  E.  Church  South.  He  was  born  near 
Harper's  Ferry  in  1859.  When  eighteen  years  of  age  he  taught  school, 
afterwards  going  to  Vanderbilt  University,  Nashville,  where  he  graduated 
in  1883.  Has  been  stationed  at  Arlington,  near  Baltimore,  Frederick 
City,  Md.,  and  two  churches  in  West  Virginia.  Has  travelled  extensively 
in  the  Old  Land. 

KYNETT,  REV.  A.  J.,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  is  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  residing  in  Phila 
delphia,  Pa.

LEACH,  REV.  WILLIAM  B.,  D.D.,  is  pastor  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Chicago.  He  was  born  near  Millbank,  Out.,  in  1852,  and  removed  to 
Illinois  in  1864,  joined  the  Rock  River  Conference  in  1879,  and  was 
educated  at  the  Northwestern  University,  Evanston,  111.,  taking  the 
degrees  of  B.A.,  B.D.,  and  Ph.D.  The  honorary  degree  of  D.D.  was  con 
ferred  upon  him  by  Murphy  College,  Tennessee.  In  his  preaching,  Dr. 
Leach  has  given  great  prominence  to  Christian  citizenship,  and  he  has  also 
paid  great  attention  to  Sunday  School  work.

Missions  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  of  the  General  Conference  Special 
Committee  and  of  the  Church  Court  of  Appeal.  He  was  Canadian  delegate 
at  the  Methodist  Ecumenical  Conference  at  Washington,  1891. 

MAGEE,  MR.  CHARLES  R.,  is  manager  of  the  New  England  Meth 
odist  Book  Depository,  Boston.  Was  born  in  New  York  State,  1851,  and 
has  lived  in  Boston  nearly  all  his  life.  Entered  the  Methodist  Book  Concern 
in  1869  as  a  clerk,  and  succeeded  to  its  management  on  the  death  of  his  father 
in  1888.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Centre  M.  E.  Church,  Maiden,  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Recording  Steward.  He  is  also  Secretary  of 
the  Boston  Wesleyan  Association  which  publishes  Zion's  Herald,  and  is 
President  of  the  Methodist  Social  Union.  Mr.  Magee  is  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Control  for  the  First  General  Conference  Dis  trict. 

MAHOOD,  REV.  J.  W.,  is  a  Canadian,  having  been  born  in  Huron 
County,  Ont.,  in  1864.  He  was  for  three  years  a  probationer  in  the  Guelph 
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Conference,  serving  on  the  Fordwich  and  Dundalk  circuits,  and  in  1887 
was  received  into  the  Northwest  Iowa  Conference  on  credentials.  He  is 
at  present  pastor  of  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  Webster 
City,  and  is  V  ice-President  for  the  Iowa  Christian  Citizenship  League,  and 
Chairman  of  the  Iowa  State  Epworth  League  Assembly  Commission.  He- 
is  joint  author  of  the  "  Young  People's  History  of  Methodism,"  published 
by  the  Methodist  Book  Concern  ;  also  the  author  of  a  little  booklet  on 
League  work,  entitled  "  The  Missing  Wheel  Found."

Ch  ristia  n  A  d  wca  te,  was 
born  at  Athens,  O.  Edu 
cated  at  Ohio  University, 
and  entered  the  ministry 
in  1860.  He  was  captain, 
major,  and  lieutenant- 
colonel  in  the  army,  and 
has  occupied  the  best  of 
pastorates. 

MOORE,  REV.  T. 
ALBERT,  is  pastor  of 
the  Methodist  Church, 
Palmerston,  Ont. ,  and 
chairman  of  the  Palmer- 
stoii  District.  He  was 
born  at  Acton  in  1860. 
Before  entering  the  min 
istry  he  was  in  the  news 
paper  business,  on  the 
staff  of  the  Acton  Free 
Press.  He  has  been  sta 
tioned  at  Drumbo,  Prince 
ton,  Hamilton,  Niagara 
Falls,  and  Dunnville.  Mr.  Moore  has  given  special  attention  to  the  Junior 
work  of  the  League.

W.  F.,  B.A.,  is  Chancellor  of  the  University  at 
Denver,  Col.,  and  is  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  Correc 
tions  for  the  State.  He  was  born  in  Millersboro',  O.,  February,  1858.  He 
took  the  degree  of  B.A.  in  the  Ohio  University  in  1879,  and  graduated 
with  the  degree  of  S.T.B.  in  Boston  University.  Entered  the  ministry  in 
J872,  North  Ohio  Conference. 

McMURRAY,  REV.  W.  F.,  was  born  in  the  State  of  Missouri,  1864, 
was  educated  at  St.  Charles  College,  and  at  Central  College,  Missouri,  and 
entered  the  ministry  in  1886.

NEWMAN,  REV.  J.  P.,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  is  Bishop  of  the   Methodist

He  was  elected  to  his 
high  office  in  1888.  He 
was  three  times  pastor  of 
the  Metropolitan  Church, 
Washington,  the  pulpit 
of  which  is  now  occupied 
by  Rev.  Hugh  Johnston, 
D.D.  He  was  the  par 
ticular  friend  of  General 
Grant,  who  attended  his 
congregati<  >n.  The  Bishop 
is  remarkable  for  many 
things.  He  has  a  tine 
presence,  attractive  de 
livery,  and  a  splendid 
voice.  His  insight  into 
the  Scriptures  is  said  to 
be  marvellous,  and  his 
preaching  is  exceedingly 
edifying,  as  well  as  enter 
taining.  He  will  deliver 
his  popular  lecture,  en 
titled  "Around  the  Footstool,"  in  Cooke's  Church  on  Thursday  evening, 
July  15th.  It  will  probably  be  a  cause  for  regret  to  many  that  they 
will  not  be  able  to  hear  both  Bishop  Newman  and  Bishop  Fowler  ;  but  a 
selection  will  have_to  be  made,  as  they  are  to  speak  at  the  same  hour. 

NEWMAN,  REV.  J.  W.,  D.D.,  is  presiding  elder  of  the  Birming 
ham  District  M.  E.  Church  South,  and  resides  at  Birmingham,  Ala.  Was 
born  in  the  State  of  Alabama,  1846,  and  educated  in  Union  Academy  and 
Willsville  Institute.  He  is  2nd  Vice-President  of  the  Epworth  League 
Board  of  the  M.  E.  Church  South,  and  President  of  the  Alabama  State 
League.  Was  elected  editor  of  the  Alabama  Christian  Advocate  in  1891, 
.but  declined  to  serve . 
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NINDE,  REV.  ED.  S.,  is  pastor  of  the  Tabernacle  Church,  Detroit, 
and  son  of  Bishop  Ninde.  Was  born  in  Cincinnati,  O.,  in  1866,  graduated 
from  Wesleyan  University  in  1887,  spent  two  years  in  Europe,  taking  a 
post-graduate  course  in  the  University  at  Berlin.  He  entered  the  Detroit 
Conference  in  1891. 

NORMAN,  REV.  D.,  B.A.,  is  a  probationer  in  the  Methodist  Church, 
Canada,  attending  Victoria  University.  He  is  one  of  the  most  active 
workers  in  "The  Students'  Missionary  Campaign." 


McCABE,   BISHOP  C.  C.,   was  born  in 


Ohio  sixty  years  ago.  He 
preached  in  that  State  till 
the  war  broke  out,  and 
then  enlisted  as  chaplain 
of  the  122nd  Ohio  Volun 
teers,  in  which  regiment 
nearly  all  the  young  men 
in  his  congregation  en 
listed.  He  "had  to  go 
to  look  after  the  boys,"  as 
he  said,  and  it  was  because 
of  his  untiring  devotion 
to  their  needs,  bodily  as 
well  as  spiritual,  on  the 
battlefield  and  in  the  hos 
pital,  that  the  title  of 
"  Chaplain  "  has  followed 
him  ever  since  the  war. 
He  was  taken  prisoner 
after  the  battle  at  Win 
chester  while  remaining 
behind  to  care  for  the 
wounded  and  bury  the 
dead,  and  was  taken  to 
Libby  Prison,  where  he 

was  kept  for  four  months.  After  his  release  he  devoted  himself  to  raising 
money  for  the  Christian  Commission,  and  turned  many  thousands  of  dollars 
into  the  treasury  for  the  relief  of  the  soldiers.  For  several  years  he  was 
Missionary  Secretary  of  the  1V(.  E.  Church,  and  travelled  all  over  the  con 
tinent,  kindling  missionary  enthusiasm  everywhere.

NYE,  REV.  C.  L.,  was  born  in  Dudley,  Mass.,  in  1854  ;  came  to  Iowa 
in  1876,  and  joined  the  Des  Moines  Conference,  where  he  has  spent  all  his 
ministry.  He  was  President  of  the  Iowa  State  Epworth  League  at  its 
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organization,  and  has  edited  the  League  department  in  the  Inland  and 
Omaha  Christian  Advocate  for  the  last  seven  years.  He  is  now  pastor  at 
Perry,  la.,  one  of  the  best  churches  in  the  Conference,  with  a  membership 
of  about  five  hundred. 

ODELL,  REV.  WILLIS  P.,  D.D.,  was  born  in  Laconia,  N.H., 
December  14th,  1855.

He  grad 
uated  from  Wesleyan  Uni 
versity  in  1855,  where  his 
scholarship  was  of  high 
rank.  After  graduation 
he  taught  a  year,  and  then 
joined  the  Black  River 
Conference,  and  served 
several  churches  with  in 
creasing  acceptability.

PALMER,  REY.  ABRAHAM  J.,   D.D.,  is  Corresponding  Secretary 

of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Meth 
odist  Episcopal  Church.  He  was  born 
in  the  State  of  New  Jersey  in  1847, 
enlisted  in  the  war  as  a  private  soldier, 
Company  "D,"  48th  Regiment  New 
York  State  Volunteers,  in  1861,  when 
he  was  fourteen  years  old.  It  is  sup 
posed  that  he  has  the  record  of  being 
the  youngest  enlisted  soldier  in  the 
army  that  fought  for  the  Union.  He 
was  captured  in  the  deathly  night 
assault  at  Fort  Wagner,  S.C.,  on  the 
18th  of  July,  1863,  and  confined  for 
nine  months  in  Confederate  prison. 
He  subsequently  graduated  from  Wes 
tern  Middletown  College,  Connecticut, 
in  1870.  Has  been  stationed  at  Grace

PARKER,  REV.  Z.  A., 
D.D.,  is  President  of  the 
Athens  Female  college, 
the  second  oldest  college 
for  women  in  the  world. 
He  was  born  in  the  State 
of  Tennessee,  1851,  edu 
cated  at  Emory  and  Henry 
College,  Virginia,  and 
Florence  Wesleyan  Uni 
versity.  Has  been  pre 
siding  elder  for  eight 
years,  and  District  Super 
intendent  for  the  American  Bible  Society  in  Alabama  and  Florida.  Has 
organized  a  large  number  of  Epworth  Leagues.  Dr.  Parker  is  connected 
with  the  M.  E.  Church  South. 

PARR,  REV.  WM.  D.,  of  Kokomo,  Ind.,  was  born  in  Indiana,  1854, 
and  educated  for  the  ministry  at  Drew  Theological  Seminary  in  1878. 
Has  been  pastor  in  the  North  Indiana  Conference  since  1878,  having  spent 
the  full  legal  term  in  five  pastorates.  During  this  time  he  has  built  four 
splendid  churches.  Mr.  Parr  is  a  member  of  the  Epworth  League  Board 
of  Control,  and  was  a  delegate  to  the  last  General  Conference.

She  gives  part  of  the  time 
to  literary  work,  her  most  frequent  contributions  appearing  in  the  Epworth 
Herald,  though  she  is  a  contributor  to  a  number  of  publications.  She  has 
published  in  book  form  two  stories  for  young  people,  "Corner  Work  "  and 
"A  Great  Appointment."  In  the  League  of  the  Appleton  Church  Mrs. 
Plantz  is  an  interested  worker. 

PENN,  MR.  IRVINE  G.,  is  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Epworth 
League  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  He  was  appointed  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Control  to  work  especially  among  the  colored 
chapters.  Rev.  Dr.  Schell  says  of  him  :  "  Mr.  Penn,  the  new  Assistant 
Secretary  chosen  with  special  reference  for  our  Southern  work,  is  justifying 
every  hour  the  wisdom  of  having  such  an  officer,  and  his  special  fitness  for 
the  work." 
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PERRIN,  REV.  WILLIARD  T.,  is  President  of  the  First  General 
District  of  the  Epworth  League,  which  includes  most  of  New  England,  and 
is  pastor  of  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Boston,  Mass.  He  was 
born  in  1850.  In  1870  graduated  from  Harvard  College,  and  subsequently 
took  the  degree  of  S.T.B.  in  Boston  University  School  of  Theology.  His 
appointments  have  been  Wilbraham,  Springfield,  Charleston,  Worcester, 
Lowell  and  Boston,  where  he  is  now  serving  for  the  fifth  year.  In  1885  he 
was  made  a  Trustee  of  Boston  University.

RACE,  REV.  JOHN  H.,  A.M.,  is  pastor  of  the  Centenary  M.  E. 
Church,  Binghamton,  N.Y.,  now  beginning  his  fourth  year.  He  was  born 
in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  in  1862,  graduating  from  Princeton  College. 
From  1890  to  1894  he  occupied  a  position  as  teacher  in  the  Wyoming 
Seminary.  He  is  at  present  president  of  the  Wyoming  Conference  Epworth

He  has  been 
President  of  the  Minnesota  State  Epworth  League,  and  also  editor  of  the 
Epworth  League  department  in  the  Methodist  Herald. 

STUART,  REV.  J.  M.,  is  pastor  of  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal 
'Church,  Carthage,  Mo.  He  was  born  at  Washington,  Ohio,  educated  at 
Baker  University,  and  entered  the  ministry  in  1883 .  He  was  a  member  of 
:  the  last  General  Conference,  has  been  presiding  elder,  and  is  now  President 
•  of  the  Inter-State  Chautauqua  Assembly,  located  at  Carthage,  Mo. 

SWADENER,  REV.  MADISON,  is  Superintendent  of  the  Cincinnati 
Church  Extension  Society  ;  was  Y.M.C.A.  General  Secretary  before  enter 
ing  the  ministry.  He  was  born  in  1852,  entered  the  ministry  in  1872,  and 
spent  eleven  years  in  the  regular  pastorate.  He  has  given  special  attention 
to  revival  work  in  connection  with  the  Epworth  League,  and  has  made 
careful  study  of  city  life  in  the  United  States.  The  society  of  which  he  is 
the  superintendent  is  a  part  of  the  great  city  evangelistic  movement  of  the

from  the  University  of  Michigan  in  1887.  Has  been  practising  law  in 
Grand  Rapids  ever  since.  Was  State  President  of  the  Epworth  League 
from  1893  to  1894,  and  a  lay  delegate  to  the  last  General  Conference  held 
.at  Cleveland. 

,SWENERTON,  MR.  B.  F.,  is  Secretary  of  the  Nova  Scotia  Confer 
ence  Epworth  League,  and  Assistant  Superintendent  of  the  Grafton  Street 
Methodist  Sunday  School,  Halifax,  N.S.  He  has  been  a  Sunday  School 
teacher  for  a  number  of  years,  also  local  preacher  and  Recording  Steward. 
At  present  he  is  in  the  brokerage  and  commission  business  at  Halifax,  N.S. 

SWITZER,  REV.  GEORGE  W.,  is  pastor  of  the  West  LaFayette 
31.  E.  Church,  Indiana,  and  President  of  the  LaFayette  District  Epworth 
League,  Was  born  in  Indiana,  1854,  graduated  from  University £at  Grand 
Castle,  Ind.,  1881.  Entered  the  ministry  in  1880.  Was  a  delegate  to  the 
International  Conference  Y.M.C.A.,  held  in  London,  Eng.,  in  1881. 

THOBURN,  REV.  J.  M.,  JUN.,  is  a  nephew  of  Bishop  Thoburn,  and 
is  stationed  at  Central  M.  E.  Church,  Detroit,  Mich.  He  was  born  at 
'JSt.  Clairsville,  Ohio,  in  1856,  and  was  educated  at  Alleghany  College, 
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Meadville,  Pa.  During  his  ministry  he  has  been  stationed  ta  the  follow 
ing  charges  :  English  Church,  Calcutta,  India  ;  Trinity  Church,  Oil  City, 
Pa.,  and  First  Church,  Duluth,  Minn. 

THIRKIELD,  REV.  W.  P.,  D.D.,  is  President  of  Gammon  Theo 
logical  Seminary,  Atlanta, 
Ga,  which  Bishop  Hay- 
good  has  'pronounced  to 
be  the  most  important 
and  successful  undertak 
ing  in  the  education  of 
ministers,  especially  for 
the  negro  race  in  America 
or  in  the  world.  Mr. 
Thirkield  began  this  work 
in  1883,  with  two  students 
and  an  endowment  of 
$20,000.  The  institution 
now  has  an  attendance  of 
over  ninety  students  and 
an  endowment  of  more 
than  half  a  million  dollars, 
with  library  and  other 
buildings  and  equipments 
worth  one  hundred'  thou 
sand  dollars.  Mr.  Thir 
kield  was  born  in  Frank 
lin,  Ohio,  September  25th, 
1854.  He  is  a  graduate 

of  the   Ohio  University,  and  the  Boston  University  School  of  Theology. 

He  has  done  much  pulpit  and  platform  work  throughout  the  South,  and 

has  been  an  earnest  worker  in  temperance,  educational,  Sunday  School  and 

League  work. 

THORNTON,  DR.  A.  W.,  is  a  dentist  in  Chatham,  Ont.  Was  born  in 
the  town  of  Perth,  1858,  taught  school  for  thirteen  years,  after  which  he 
studied  dentistry  and  obtained  a  license  from  the  Royal  College  of  Dental 
Surgery  and  his  degree  from  Toronto  University.  Dr.  Thornton  is 
President  of  the  London  Conference  Epworth  League,  a  local  preacher  in 
the  Methodist  Church,  and  a  teacher  of  the  Park  Street  Bible  Class, 
Chatham,  having  a  membership  of  about  three  hundred,  probably  the 
largest  in  the  Province. 

THORPE,  REV.  ERVIN  LLEWELLYN,  D.D.,  D.C.L.,  was  born  in 
Maiden,  111.,  September  2nd,  1857.  Graduated  A.B.  from  Baker  University, 
LL.B.  from  Iowa  State  University,  D.T.B.  and  D.C.L.  from  Yale 
University.  Dr.  Thorpe  was  Vice-President  of  Upper  Iowa  University 
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for  two  years,  practised  law  in  Iowa  for  two  years,  joined  Upper  Iowa 
Conference  in  1879,  and  transferred  to  New  York  East  Conference  in 
1885.  He  was  pastor  for  five  years  of  First  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
Hartford,  Conn.,  and  at  present  pastor  of  Washington  Park  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  Bridgeport,  Conn. 

TIGERT,  REV.  J.  J.,  D.D.,  is  Book  Editor  of  the  M.  E.  Church 
South  Publishing  House,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  is  also  editor  of  the 
Methodist  Review.  He  was  born  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  in  1856,  and  educated 
at  Vanderbilt  University.  He  has  been  pastor  for  eight  years,  professor  in 
Vanderbilt  University  nine  years,  and  editor  three  years.  He  is  the  author 
of  a  "Constitutional  History  of  American  Episcopal  Methodism." 

TUNNELL,  MR.  F.  W.,  is  a  manufacturer  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.  Has 
been  superintendent  of  the  First  M.  E.  Church  Sunday  School,  German- 
town,  Philadelphia,  for  over  twelve  years,  also  trustee  of  the  church  and 
chairman  of  all  its  financial  work,  including  the  new  building  now  in  course 
of  erection,  which  will  be  one  of  the  finest  churches  in  Philadelphia. 

TURK,  REV.  G.  R.,  is  pastor  of  Grace  Church,  Winnipeg,  Manitoba, 
where  he  has  been  stationed  for  five  years.  He  has  been  transferred  to 
Toronto  Conference,  and  at  the  time  of  the  Convention  it  is  expected  that 
he  will  be  pastor  of  Carlton  Street  Church.  He  has  been  stationed  at 
Goderich,  Guelph  and  Owen  Sound.

Savannah  ;  is  now  presiding  elder  of  the  St.  Charles  District,  residing  at 
Wentzville,  Mo.  He  is  vice-president  of  the  Missouri  Conference  Epworth 
League  Board,  and  Avas  president  of  the  Board  which  drafted  the  Missouri 
Conference  League  constitution. 

WATCH,  REV.  C.  W.,  is  pastor  of  the  Methodist  Church,  Brighton  ; 
was  born  in  England  in  1850,  and  received  a  commercial  English  educatii  n. 
At  present  he  is  secretary  of  the  Bay  of  Quinte  Conference  Epworth 
League,  financial  secretary  of  the  Brighton  District,  a  member  of  the 
General  Epworth  League  Board,  and  superintendent  of  Canadian  child- 
saving  work.  Mr.  Watch  has  given  special  attention  to  the  work  of  child- 
saving. 
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WALDEN,  REV.  JOHN  M..,  D.D.,  is  Bishop  of  the  Methodist  Epis 
copal  Church.  He  was 
born  in  Lebanon,  O.,  on 
February  llth,  1831,  and 
spent  his  early  life  on  a 
farm  ;  afterward,  while 
engaged  as  a  clerk,  he 
devoted  his  leisure  time 
to  reading,  and  later  he 
entered  Farmer's  College, 
graduating  in  the  year 
1852.  He  was  immedi 
ately  appointed  to  a  tutor 
ship,  and  two  years  later 
became  interested  in  a 
journalistic  enterprise. 
He  served  as  a  member 
of  the  Legislature,  and 
was  elected  State  Super 
intendent  of  Public  In 
struction.  Converted  in 
1850,  he  was  soon  after 
licensed  as  a  local 
preacher,  and  in  1858  was 
admitted  into  the  Cin 
cinnati  Conference.  He  soon  rose  to  command  prominent  appointments. 
He  became  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Western  Freedman's  Aid 
Society,  and  was  so  engaged  until  the  formation  of  the  Freedman's  Aid 
Society,  of  which  he  was  one  of  the  foremost  movers  and  its  first  corre 
sponding  secretary.  While  presiding  elder  of  the  East  Cincinnati  District, 
in  1868,  he  was  elected  agent  of  the  Western  Book  Concern,  and  was 
re-elected  in  1872,  1876  and  1880.  In  1884  he  was  elected  to  the  highest 
office  in  the  gift  of  the  Church.

Church  South,  St.  Louis,  Mo. ;  was  born  in  the  State  of  Mississippi  in 
1851  ;  educated  at  Drew  Theological  Seminary,  and  entered  the  ministry 
of  the  St.  Louis  Conference  in  1875.  He  has  been  pastor  in  New  Orleans, 
Houston.  Texas,  and  in  ]894  was  presiding  elder  of  the  St.  Louis  District. 
He  is  now  serving  his  second  term  in  the  pastorate  of  LaFayette  church. 
In  1889  he  received  the  degree  of  D.D.  Dr.  Werlein  was  a  delegate  to  the 
Ecumenical  Conference  held  in  City  Road  Chapel,  London,  Eng.,  in  1881.

S.  T.,  is  pastor  of  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  Chattanooga  ;  was  born  in  Tracy,  Ohio,  1865  ;  graduated  from  the 
Ohio  Wesleyan  University,  Delaware,  in  1891,  and  also  from  Boston  Uni 
versity  School  of  Theology,  1893.  Entered  the  Maine  Conference  in  1893, 
and  was  stationed  at  Wesley  Church,  Baltimore,  the  second  largest  church 
in  the  Conference. 

WHITTLE,  W./).,  is  a  member  of  the  First  M.  E.  Church,  Knoxville, 
N.C.,  and  holds  a  position  with  the  Knoxville  Banking  Company.  He 
was  formerly  editor  of  the  Epworthian,  a  local  Epworth  League  paper,  and 
is  now  president  of  the  Epworth  League,  assistant  superintendent  of  the 
Sunday  School,  and  a- member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

WILSON,  REV.  W.  F.,  is  pastor  of  Wesley  Church,  Hamilton,  Ont. 
He  was  born  in  Toronto  about  forty  years  ago,  entered  the  ministry  in 
1879.  Has  been  stationed  at  Woodgreen,  McCaul  and  Trinity  churches, 
Toronto.  Mr.  Wilson  was  one  of  the  speakers  at  the  Washington  Christian 
Endeavor  Convention. 

WOODCOCK,  HON.  WILLIAM  L.,  is  an  official  member  of  the  First 
M.  »E.  Church,  Altoona,  Pa.,  and  a  member  of  the  General  Board  of 
Control  of  the  Epworth  League.  He  is  also  President  of  the  local  League 
at  Altoona,  and  for  three  years  was  honored  with  the  presidency  of  the 
Fourth  General  Conference  District,  which  embraced  several  states.  He 
has  given  special  attention  to  Sunday  School  work.  Seven  years  ago  he 
erected  Belenore  Hall  and  started  a  mission  Sunday  School  with  fifteen 
scholars,  which  now  numbers  four  hundred.  He  is  superintendent  of  this 
school.

Two  cornetists,  highly  recommended,  are  coming  from  the  United  Statesr

Conservatory  of  Music,  Boston  ;  Solo  Organist  of  Boston  Music  Hall  and 
Plymouth  Church,  Brooklyn  (Henry  Ward  Beecher's).  Mr.  Torrington 
came  to  Toronto  in  1873,  where  he  has  been,  without  doubt,  the  father  of 
oratorio  and  orchestral  music.  He  organized  the  Toronto  Philharmonic 
Society,  and  produced  before  the  public  the  standard  oratorios,  cantatas- 
and  miscellaneous  works  of  the  great  composers,  many  of  them  for  the  first 
time  in  Canada  ;  organized  and  conducted  the  Toronto  Musical  Festival  of 
1886,  an  unprecedented  musical  and  financial  success,  and  the  festival  giver* 
at  the  opening  of  the  Massey  Music  Hall  ;  founded  the  Toronto  College  of 
Music  (affiliated  with  the  University  of  Toronto),  Toronto  Orchestra  and 
the  Toronto  Orchestral  School.

1. — Free  medical  attendance  of  the  Court  Physician  within  whose  jurisdiction  the 
brother  is  taken  sick.  Some  Courts,  in  addition,  furnish  medicine  free,  as 
well  as  trained  nurses,  if  deemed  necessary  by  the  Court. 

B.—  Furnished  by  the  Supreme  Court. 

2.— A  Sick  Benefit  of  $3.00  a  week  for  the  first  two  weeks,  and  $5.00  a  week  for  the 
next  ten  weeks,  and  as  provided  in  Section  224  (5)  of  the  Order,  .$3.00  a  week 
for  an  additional  twelve  weeks. 

3.— A  Total  and  Permanent  Disability  Benefit  of  $250,  $500,  $1,000,  $1,500,  $2,000, 

or  $2,500. 
For  his  beneficiaries  at  his  death  : 

4.— A  Funeral  Benefit  of  $50. 

5.— A  Mortuary  Benefit  of  $500,  $1,000,  $2,000,  $3,000,  $4,000,  or  $5,000. 

Cost  to  join  the  Order  is  only  $6.50  to  $12.00,  according  to 
Amount  of  Benefit  Taken. 

SAFEGUARD  FOR  MEHBERS. 

The  following  most  important  legislative  provision  relative  to  the  liabilities 
of  the  members  was  also  secured  in  the  last  Act  : 

10.  The  liabilities  of  any  member  of  the  Society  shall  be  limited  to  the  assess 
ments,  dues,  fees,  capitation  tax  and  fines  of  which,  at  the  date  at  which  he  ceases 
to  be  a  member  by  withdrawal,  expulsion,  suspension,  or  non-payment  of  assess 
ments  or  dues  or  otherwise,  notice  has  been  actually  given  by  the  Society,  or  which 
tinder  its  constitutions  and  laws  have  matured  and  become  due ;  Provided  that  no 
member,  or  his  beneficiary,  shall  be  entitled  to  any  pecuniary  benefit  of  the  Society 
during  the  time  such  member  is  in  default  with  respect  to  the  payment  of  any 
assessments,  dues,  fees,  capitation  tax  or  fines  ;  and  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  printed  on  each  and  every  policy  issued  by  the  Society. 

THE  I.O.F.  UNDER  GOVERNMENT   INSPECTION. 

The  Supreme  Court  makes  annual  returns  to  the  Board  of  Trade  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  and  to  various  Insurance  Departments  in  Canada  and  the 
United  States.  The  Order  is  subject  to  and  has  frequently  received  the  inspection 
of  a  number  of  Insurance  Departments. 

THE  I.O.F.  INVESTMENTS. 

The  Supreme  Court,  under  the  amendments  to  its  Act  of  Incorporation 
secured  from  the  Parliament  of  Canada  in  1896,  maintains  a  Government  deposit  of 
$100,000  dollars  in  Canada,  also  of  £20,000  sterling  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
and  a  deposit  of  $50,000  in  the  United  States,  the  balance  being  deposited  with 
sound  monetary  institutions  or  invested  in  first  mortgages  upon  improved  real  estate 
and  in  municipal  securities.  The  following  table  shows  where  some  of  the  funds 
are  thus  deposited  :

"TEMPLE    BUILDING.' 


CHE  ILLUSTRATION  on  the  opposite  page  represents  the  magnificent  Temple 
at  the  corner  of  Richmond  and  Bay  Streets,  Toronto,  the  home  of  the 
INDEPENDENT  ORDER  OF  FORESTERS.  The  building,  which 
is  one  of  the  "objects  of  interest"  that  every  visitor  to  Toronto  should  see,  has 
been  erected  under  the  special  superintendence  of  Dr.  Oronhyatekha,  Supreme  Chief 
Ranger  of  the  Order,  and  will  be,  if  not  the  best,  certainly  among  the  best  and  most 
complete  of  its  kind  in  the  Dominion.  The  erection  of  this  handsome  edifice  was 
commenced  in  the  spring  of  1895,  the  corner-stone  being  laid  by  His  Excellency  the 
Earl  of  Aberdeen,  Governor- General  of  Canada,  on  the  30th  of  May  in  that  year. 

The  first  two  stories  are  built  of  Credit  Valley  brown  stone,  and  the  remaining 
eight  stories  of  brownish  red  brick,  trimmed  throughout  with  Credit  Valley  and 
Connecticut  brown  stone.  The  whole  structure  is  lined  with,  and  the  steel  therein 
is  protected  by,  fire-proof  porous  terra  cotta  of  superior  manufacture.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  whole  building  will  be  as  thoroughly  fire-proof  as  modern  science  oan 
make  it,  there  being  nothing  to  burn  except  the  window-frames  and  sashes. 

The  building  will  contain  two  thoroughly  fire-proof  elevator  shafts,  in  which 
will  be  three  of  the  largest  and  finest  elevators  in  the  city,  besides  the  stairs,  which 
will  be  of  steel,  slate  and  marble. 

The  roof  also,  will  be  of  absolutely  fire-proof  material,  on  which  bonfires  might 
be  built  without  injury  to  it  or  the  building. 

There  are  four  tiers  of  fire-proof  vaults  in  the  building,  extending  from  the 
basement  to  the  ninth  story.  To  guard  against  any  possible  danger  of  fire,  within 
or  without,  two  standing  water  pipes  have  been  placed  in  the  building  with  steam 
pump  to  make  pressure  and  hose  connections  on  every  floor. 

The  Temple  will  be  heated  by  steam  and  lighted  by  electricity  produced  on  the 
premises  by  the  latest  and  most  approved  machinery.  Ventilation  has  received 
special  attention,  and  the  sanitary  arrangements  are  in  every  way  up  to  date. 

The  Temple  is  intended  as  an  office  building,  but  a  portion  of  it  will  be  devoted 
to  other  purposes.  A  bank  will  occupy  part  of  the  main  floor,  while  near  it  will  be 
another  large  monetary  institution,  and  a  publishing  house  will  occupy  rooms  on 
three  floors.  In  the  fourth  and  fifth  stories  of  the  western  section  will  be  magnifi 
cent  Court  Rooms  and  necessary  adjuncts  for  Forestric  and  other  society  meetings. 
A  magnificent  assembly  room  will  be  immediately  above  these,  occupying  the  sixth 
and  seventh  stories.  The  eighth  story  will  be  wholly  occupied  by  the  Supreme 
Court  offices  and  staff.  The  ninth  and  tenth  stories  will  be  handsomely  fitted  up 
for  the  use  of  the  Masonic  fraternity,  by  which  they  will  be  occupied. 

The  Temple  has  been  erected  under  the  professional  supervision  of  Mr.  George 
W.  Gouinlock,  who  has  certainly  succeeded  in  producing  an  excellently  planned 
and  ornate  building,  and  so  well  proportioned  that  few  would  realize  when  looking 
at  it  that  it  is  the  highest  building  yet  erected  in  Canada.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it 
is  140  feet  high,  exclusive  of  the  tower,  which  adds  45  feet,  makfng  a  total  height  of 
185  feet  from  sidewalk  to  the  top  of  the  tower.  From  the  roof  of  this  eminence  an 
extensive  view  may  be  enjoyed  of  the  city  and  surrounding  country,  and  even 
Niagara  Falls  may  be  seen.  The  observation  tower  will  be  open  to  the  public. 

The  building  is  most  conveniently  located,  being  only  half  a  block  from  the  new 
City  Hall,  less  than  200  feet  from  the  City  Registry  Office,  a  block  distant  from 
Osgoode  Hall,  and  the  same  distance  from  several  lines  of  electric  cars.
